Conforms With Tradition 
Daladier declined In conformity 
with "parliamentary tradition." it 
was announced. That meant he in­ 
terpreted as an expression of dis­ 
approval of his conduct of the war 
a minority vote of confidence which 
the chamber of deputies had given 
him earlier in the day. 
Although the vote was 239 to I in 
his favor, there were more than 
j SOC attention* in tile total cham* 
I ber membership of 551. 
Tile vote was accompanied by a 
call for acceleration and extension 
: of the war against Germany—slnv 
liar to an earlier mandate from 
I the senate. 
Da ad ier had given notice that he 
I intended to revise his government 
I and it still was possible that Le­ 
brun, after accepting the collec- 
I tive resignation,

Lebrun Receives Resignation 
The session, at the war ministry, 
1 lasted a half hour aud then D ala­ 
dier and all his ministers, except j 
one who is in London on govern­ 
ment bus ness, went to Elysee pal­ 
ace where Daladier presented the 
resignation to Lebrun. 
Lebrun at once arranged for tile 
customary consultations on a new 
government. Custom requires that 
he summon first 
Jules Jeannette}'. I 
aged president of the senate, and , 
si.en cuouard Hen tot, president of; 
the chamber of deputies. 
The retiring government was the i 
product of a Sept. 13 amplification 
for war purposes.
